AGRICULTURE IN ALASKA 


Whild a substantial num ber of 
Alaska people are sustaining them ­ 
selves through agriculture, it must 
be said that general farm ing is in 
the pioneering stage. 
Transporta­ 
tion is difficult and expensive. The 
population is not large, and the 
people are widely scattered. 
All 
essential foodstuffs may be readily 
grown, but a m arket for surplus 
comodities is difficult to negotiate 
The 30,000 white people in Alaska 
last year imported from the United 
States a million dollars worth of 
fresh vegetables and dairy prod­ 
ucts. 
In spite**<if the coolness of the 
short summer, all vegetation grows 
rem arkably well and is surprising­ 
ly abundant. Yield on almost any 
crop will equal our best irrigated 
land in the west, and far surpass 
our Mississippi River valley. Bar­ 
ley, oats, rye, peas, beans—almost 
anything 
but 
corn—will 
make 
wonderfully fine yields. I saw two 
flour mills, one at Fairbanks, al­ 
most in the shadow’ of the Arctic 
Circle. 
Government 
agencies estimate 
there are 32,000,000 acres suitable 
for cultivation and a like amount 
particularly well adapted to graz­ 
ing. 
This huge acreage may 
be 
better visualized by saying it 
is 
equal to the combined agricultural 
area of Pennsylvania, Maryland. 
Deleware, New Jersey, Connecti­ 
cut, Massachusets, Vermont 
and 
New' Hampshire. 
At the present time there are 
two districts, both on the Alaska 
railroad, that appear particularly 
attractive for agricultural develop­ 
ment. 
One is the Tanana Valley, 
in the interior, and the other is 
the Matanuska Valley, at the head 
of the Cook Inlet, 150 miles from 
the coast town of Seward. 
The 
tw’o areas are separated by 
the 
Alaska range of mountains, and of 
the two the Tanana Valley is prob­ 
ably the most fertile though the 
Matanuska area has been subject­ 
ed to the greatest development, 
largely through the governm ent’s 
colonial experim ent set 
up 
at 
Palmer.

From all appearances, the colony 
is a thriving farming community, 
scattered over 100 square miles of 
the valley and nestled among rug­ 
ged, picturesque mountains with 
live glaciers visible far awray at 
the upper end.

IT CAN HAPPEN TO YOU 


By Kathari ne Fi sher 


Ev ery sev en seconds someone has an accident at home. Ev ery y ear 
m ore than 30,000 people—mostly women and little children—are killed 
In home accidents; 15 0,000 or more are perm anently crippled; and nearly 
liv e millions are tem porarily disabled. These figu res, of cou rse, represent 
only accidents which are seriou s enou gh to be reported. Dou btless there 
• re many thou sands more. Ev en so, home accidents ou tnu mber traffic 
accidents and nearly all other kinds of accidents combined. 


Perhaps y ou ’v e nev er had a seriou s accident in 
y ou r home. Bu t don’t let y ou r good lu ck lu ll y ou into 
a false sense of secu rity . The delu sion that “it can’t 
happen here” is the chief cau se of the m ajority of 
home accidents. It makes for carelessness in observ ing 
precau tions, and indifference to the possible ex istence 
of hazards. Both are an inv itation for an accident to 
happen to y ou . It is infinitely wiser to make a frequ ent 
checku p of y ou r home, and of y ou rself, too, and correct 
any accident-breeding habits or hazards y ou may find. 


Falls lead the list of home accidents. An old of­ 
fender is the skidding scatter ru g. You can anchor 
y ou rs firmly with one of sev eral produ cts we hav e 
fou nd satisfactory , and which do not harm ru gs or 
floors. Wax ed floors shou ld hav e the wax ev enly ap­ 
plied and, if wax which requ ires ru bbing is u sed, the 
floors shou ld be well bu ffed; otherwise they may be 
slippery . 


Poor lighting facilities cau se many falls. Each room shou ld hav e a 
wall switch by its door so lights can bo tu rned on before entering. Stair- 
way s need “dou ble noting” switches fit top and bottom, so that lights 
can be tu rned on before starting u p or down, and off again aftenv ard. 
Bedside lamps or switches sav e stu mbling and falling when arising in 
the dark. Small electric night lights make dark hallway s, bathrooms and 
other rooms safe, and y ou can bu rn them continu ou sly with trifling 
ex pense. 


Stairw ay s need gu ard rails. Bathtu bs and showers are safer when 
prov ided with a stu rdy grasping rail. Use an approv ed stu rdy stepstool 
or stepladder when climbing instead of a rickety box or mother m akeshift. 


Most inju ries from bu rns and scalds happen to little children. Keep 
email children ou t of the kitchen as mu ch as y ou can, especially when y ou 
e re preparing meals. Do not leav e a little child u ngu arded in the bathtu b; 
he may tu rn on the hot water. Dry cleaning flu ids are either highly inflam­ 
mable or giv e off tox ic fu mes. Keep a small bottle of non-inflammable 
cleaning flu id for remov ing occasional spots and stains. Use it in a well 
v entilated room. Bu t for a thorou gh job, send y ou r clothes to a reliable 
dry cleaner. It is far safer. 


Look to the ex tension cords on y ou r portable lamps and appliances 
If they are fray ed or worn, replace them promptly with new cords which 
bear the “bracelet label” of the U nderw riters’ Laboratories. There arc 
different ty pes of cords for different kinds of appliances. Be su re y ou 
bu y the right ty pe. 


Do not u se portable electric appliances of any kind in the bathroom. 
The shock hazard in the bathroom with its m oistu re and w ater connec­ 
tions is too great. If a fu se ‘blows” it is a sign of trou ble—a short circu it 
or an ov erload. Do not replace a fu se u qtil y ou hav e located and corrected 
the trou ble, and be su re the new fu se is of the correct am perage. Don’t 
string m akeshift wiring along baseboards or pictu re molding, and espe­ 
cially not u nder ru gs. To do so is inv iting trou ble. If y ou r hou se is not 
adequ ately wired, so that y ou cannot u se lamps and appliances conv en­ 
iently , hav e more circu its and conv enient ou tlets installed. The cost will 
not be great, and it will repay y ou well in conv enience and perhaps in 
lowered electricity bills. All electrical installation work abou t the hoiv r 
shou ld be done by a licensed electrician in accordance with the n * 
and local electrical codes.

Every »even »erond* someone hss an accident at home. Every year 
*K>re than 30,000 people—mostly women and little children 
are killed 
In home accidents; 160,000 or more are perm anently crippled; and nearly 
live millions are temporarily disabled. These fljrures, of course, represent 
only accidents which are serious enough to be reported. Doubtless there 
•re many thousands more. Even so, home accidents outnumber traffic 
accidents and nearly all other kinds of accidents combined. 


Perhaps you’ve never had a serious accident in 
your home. But don’t let your good luck lull you into 
a false sense of security. The delusion that "it can’t 
happen here” is the chief cause of the m ajority of 
home accidents. It makes for carelessness in observing 
precautions, and indifference to the possible existence 
of hazards. Both ore an invitation for an accident to 
happen to you. It is infinitely wiser to make a frequent 
checkup of your home, and of yourself, too, and correct 
any accident-breedm* habits or hazards you may find. 


Falls lead the list of home accident«. An old o f ­ 
fe n d e r is the skidding scatter rug. You can anchor 
yours firmly with one of several products we have 
found satisfactory, and which do not harm rugs or 
floors. Waxed floors should have the wax evenly ap­ 
plied and, if wax which requires rubbing is used, the 
floors should be well buffed; otherwise they may be 
slippery. 


Poor lighting f a c ilit ie s cause many falls. Each room should have a 
wall switch by its door so lights can be turned on before entering. Stair- 
ways need “double acting’’ switches at top and bottom, so that lights 
can be turned on before starting up or down, and off again afterw ard 
Bedside lamps or switches save stum bling and falling when arising in 
the dark Small electric night lights make dark hallways, bathrooms and 
•th e r rooms safe, and you can burn them continuously with trifling 
•orpense. 


Stairw ays need guard rails. Bathtubs and showers are safer when 
provided with a sturdy grasping rail. Use an approved sturdy stepstool 
•r stepladder when climbing instead of a rickety box or mother m akeshift. 


Most injuries from burns and scalds happen to little children. Keep 
•m all children out of the kitchen as much as you can, especially when you 
• re preparing meals. Do not leave a little child unguarded in the bathtub; 
he may turn on the hot w ater. Diycleaning fluids are either highly inflam­ 
mable or give off toxic fumes. Keep a small bottle of non-inflammable 
cleaning fluid for removing occasional spots and stains. Use it in a well 
ventilated room. But for a thorough job, send your clothes to a reliable 
dry cleaner. It is far safer. 


Look to the extension cords on your portable lamps and appliances 
If they are frayed or worn, replace them prom ptly with new cords which 
bear the “bracelet label” of the U nderw riters’ Laboratories. There arc 
different types of cords for different kinds of appliances. Be sure you 
buy the right type. 


Do not use portable electric appliances of any kind in the bathroom. 
T he shock hazard in the bathroom with its m oisture and w ater connec­ 
tions is too great. If a fuse ‘blows" it is a sign of trouble—a short circuit 
or an overload. Do not replace a fuse ur^til you have located and corrected 
the trouble, and be sure the new fuse is of the correct am perage. Don’t 
string m akeshift w iring along baseboards or picture molding, and espe­ 
cially not under rugs. To do so is inviting trouble. If your house is not 
adequately wired, so th a t you cannot use lamps and appliances conven­ 
iently. have more circuits and convenient outlets installed. The cost will 
not be great, and it will repay you well in convenience and perhaps in 
lowered electricity bills. All electrical installation work about the h o v e 
should be done by a licensed electrician in accordance with the n 
and local electrical codes.

S the durability of furniahinga 
and home repair work ia largely 
dependent on glued joints, it Is im­ 
portant that the proper glue be used. 
For heavy duty, animal glue is 
usually specified. 
For general house work, the more 
convenient fish glue is of sufficient 
strength. The majority of the popu­ 
lar brands for home use are of this 
variety. 
When the moisture content of wood 
is more than 15%, a high water re­ 
sisting glue is essential to prevent 
joint separation. Waterproof casein 
glue is recommended for joints ex­ 
posed to moisture. 
When glue of adequate strength 
and consistency is applied under 
pressure to well-fitted surfaces, it is 
forced into the wood pores over the 
entire area, creating a firm joint 
stronger than the wood itself. 
Q.—How are roofing and shingle 
nails treated to prevent corrosion? 
A.—Such nails are usually zinc 
coated. This seals them against mois­ 
ture, preventing corrosion. 
Q.—Paint on my canvas canoe is 
cracked and broken, exposing sur­ 
face. Will it have to be removed be­ 
fore repainting and what paint should 
be used? 
A.—When paint is cracked, expos­ 
ing canvas, it should be removed be­ 
fore repainting. 
After old paint is completely off, 
sandpaper, and apply one coat of 
paint mixed as follows: 4 parts (by 
volume) soft paste white lead, *3 
parts turpentine, 2 parts spar varnish, 
1 part liquid drier. (Four pounds of 
•oft paste lead will make % gallon of 
paint which should eover approxi­ 
mately the area of one canoe.) 
Apply thickly and brush well into 
canvas. 
When dry, again sandpaper surface 
and follow with two coats of japan 
color thinned with spar varnish. Add 
mflftcient turpentine so finish brushes 
jut smoothly.

R. JOHN SUTH ERLAND BONNF.I.I., pastor of a Fifth Avenue 
church in New York City, is one of the first ministers to apply 
the principles of modern psychiatry to human problems brought to him 
for solution. In his rmall "consultation room” in the Church House 
adjoining his church at the corner of 55th St. and Fifth Avc., Dr. 
Bonneli m tciviews and advises hundreds of troubled individuals who 
■ omc to him for help.

“One of the most destructive 
forces in the life of the individual 
a repressed sense of guilty" Dr. 
is 
Bonneli states in an article in the 
September issue of Cosmopolitan. 
"It produces all manner of symp­ 
toms of both mental and physical 
fisorder. Consequently, the relief 
ifforded through confession and the 
icceptance of God’s forgiveness is 
ixcellent 
spiritual 
therapy. 
The 
great difference between the work 
of a minister and a professional 
psychiatrist is that the minister uti­ 
lizes the power of religion in the 
solution of human problems and the 
healing effect of spiritual thinking 
on mental and bodily ills." 


Dr. Bonneli received early experi­ 
ence in psychiatric theory and prac­ 
tice as well as practical nursing due 
to the fact that his pre-college years 
were spent assisting his father who 
was supervisor of a mental hospital. 
He found that psychiatry, combined 
with the resources of religion, ex­ 
erted a powerful influence for men­ 
tal and spiritual recovery among 
the abnormal and insane, and he 
realized that this would be even 
more patent as a force for recovery 


in cases of normal persons bowed 
down by despair. 
In the early days of his ministry. 
Dr. Bonneli says, his greatest ob­ 
stacle was the reluctance of Protest­ 
ants to discuss their troubles and 
misdeeds with a minister. By sym­ 
pathetic interest and practice he 
overcame this difficulty and in the 
seventeen years of his ministry, he 
has interviewed more than 5,000 
persons from every walk of life. 
“Scores of these people were on 
the verge of suicide,” Dr. Bonneli 
says. “I have followed up such cases 
and I do not know of one where the 
intention was carried out after the 
interview.” 
It is often necessary to bring to 
light 
long-buried 
memories, 
Dr. 
Bonneli says, in order 
get at the 
root of despair. Events in childhood, 
shocks, psychoses developed by for­ 
gotten incidents, can wreak havoc 
in later years. Mental and physical 
symptoms which arise are often the 
result of self-punishment. Dr. Bon- 
nell asserts that the most effective 
therapeutic agent known in such 
cases is the received forgiveness of 
God.

“How does such a program op­ 
erate? 
The program undertakes to 
place young men and young wo­ 
men w hile still in school in jobs 
that they wish to follow as life 
vocations, and train them for these 
jobs. 
U nder such a program the 
students spend 15 or m ore hours 
per week in such jobs w here they 
gain the .skills and operations nec­ 
essary to hold such jobs. 
Then 15 
or m ore hours per week are .<pent 
in school w here the student takes 


the required subjects for g ra d u a -1 
firm and in addition takes the nee- j 
es ary related m aterial pertaining! 
to his job. 
This related m a te ria l1 
is taught by the coordinator and 
the rest of the high school faculty, j 
“Our next question then is, w hat 
is the cost to Sikeston? 
U nder 
the G eorge-D em Act of 1928 the 
federal governm ent set aside $12,- 
000,000 to be spent in three w ays. 
They are; One third for vocational 
home economics, one th ird on vo­ 
cational agriculture and one third 
for 
trade 
and 
industries.

program conies u n d er the last of 
the above nam ed program s, and 
the federal governm ent pays up to 
75 per cent of the salaries of the 
teachers for the diversified occupa­ 
tions training program .
